Should you at any time desire to view these videotapes, I will arrange 
to have, these available for your viewing in our videotape viewing room 
at the University Hospital. 

All of the participants in these seminars are close personal friends 
of mine, and, I believe, under proper circumstances, would be available 
for intimate and personal interviews. 

Personally, Dr. Cyril H. Wecht and myself differ in many instances 
from officially published reports based on the alleged forensic 
autopsy (pathology) reports. Both of us have frequently made comments 
in opposition to the publicly broadcasted information-. 

As a former trial lawyer, hailing from the Chic ago -Milwaukee area, 

I spent 20. years of my life defending persons wrongfully accused of 
heinous wrongs, as well as prosecuting cases for plaintiffs in 
personal injury and malpractice cases. Therefore, I do have empathy 
for your cause and would like to see the truth '*out** sometime in the 
near future. 

As President-Elect of the American Academy of Forensic Sciences, I am 
positive that ample numbers of witnesses, having eminate national 
standing, could be successfully solicited for assistance under proper 
conditions and safeguards. You may want to give some consideration to 
this suggestion.
